reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, to authorize 
the issue of Exchequer Bills and the advance of Money out of the Con- 
solidated Fund to a limited amount, for the carrying on public works and 
fisheries in the United Kingdom, and the employment of the poor in 
Great Britain, in manner therein mentioned ; and the said Act was 
amended by several subsequent Acts, and particularly by an Act made 
in the fifty-eighth year of the reign of his said late Majesty, intituled, 

“ An Act to amend two Acts made in the last session of Parliament, for 
“ authorizing the issue of Exchequer Bills, and the advance of Money 
“ f° r carrying on public works and fisheries and employment of the 
poor, and to extend the powers of the Commissioners for carrying the 

2 “ said Acts into execution, in Ireland-," and also by two several Acts of 
the last session of Parliament : And whereas several Aots were made in 
the reign of his said late Majesty, for the encouragement of Inland 
Navigation in Ireland-, and it is expedient that the said recited Acts shall 
be further amended, and the powers of the said Commissioners further 
extended, in manner hereinafter mentioned ; 



Be it therefore stnactcb, by The KING’S Most Excellent MajfrsTr, ' 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, arid by the 

Authority of the same, THAT it shall and may be lawful to and for r 

the Commissioners for the time being, for the execution of any of the a?„ 
said recited Acts of the fifty-seventh and the fifty-eighth years of his late 57 Geo. 3 ,ai\d 
Majesty, by and with the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant or other •»&.«' * 
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chief governor or governors of Ireland for the time being, to issue Ex- 
chequer Bills, and make any advances of money under the said recited 3 
Acts, to make carry on and extend any Inland Navigation in any province 
of Ireland to be begun made or carried on under the direction of any 
Corporation in Ireland, or of Commissioners appointed by Parliament, or 
by the Lord Lieutenant or other chief governor or governors of Ireland for 
the time being, upon the credit and security of any surplus rates, rents, 
tolls or profits (whatever the amount thereof may be after defraying the 
necessary expenses of repairing and maintaining such Inland Navigation) 
which shall or may arise, be levied, paid and applied under the authority 
or control of any such corporation, or of commissioners so appointed, 
without requiring any personal or other security for the same, save as 
aforesaid ; subject, however, to such rate of interest and such sinking fund, 
and to the furnishing of such accounts from time to time, for the com- 
pletion of such Inland Navigation, and to such provisoes and conditions 4 
as are in any of said last recited Acts mentioned, save as the same are 
altered amended or repealed by this present Act. 

For carrying And be it further Enacted, That from and after the issuing such Ex- 
NavigaHon chequer Bills, or such advance or advances, it shall and may be lawful 

m Ireland. f or an y corporation in Ireland, or any commissioners so to be apppointed, 

by and with such consent and approbation as aforesaid, to commence 
make and carry on any Inland navigation or canal extension in any 
province of Ireland, pursuant to the provisions of this Act ; and that 
every such corporation or commissioners shall, from and after the issuing 
of such Exchequer Bills or advances of any part of said fund, by the said 
first-mentioned commissioners, or of any other fund to be granted or 
provided by authority of Parliament for extending any canal in Ireland, 
be invested with all and singular such powers, privileges, advantages and 
authorities, as to the valuing purchasing and holding of lands tenements 5 
and hereditaments, and the levying of tolls and charges, and making and 
enforcing bye-laws and regulations, and generally, as to all matters and 
things necessary or expedient for the purpose of making carrying on and 
maintaining such Inland Navigation or canal extension, as are now vested 
in the Directors General of Inland Navigation, or in any canal company, 
by virtue of any Act or Acts now in force in Ireland ; and that from and 
after such time as such Exchequer Bills, advance or advances, grant or 
grants, shall be reimbursed or repaid according to the provisions of said 
last recited Acts, every such canal extension shall be absloutely vested in 
such corporation or commissioners who shall have carried on the same. 

AND for the encouragement of public spirited individuals who may be 
willing to contribute to the objects aforesaid ; BE it further Enacted, 
That every person or company who shall subscribe a sum of not less than 6 
sterling for the extension of any canal in 
Ireland, to be made by any corporation or commissioners as aforesaid, 

shall 
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shall be entitled to receive from such corporation or commissioners, at the 
option of such person or company, one or more debenture or debentures, 
stock share or stock shares of for every 

so subscribed by such person or company ; 
such debentures to bear an interest of per centum 

each, until the whole shall be repaid at one entire payment, and to be 
charged and chargeable only on the clear tolls and profits of such 
canal extension, and not on any other or former work or property of 
such corporation or commissioners ; but if such corporation, or person 
or persons so subscribing, shall prefer taking one or more stock share 
or shares for such advance or advances, then and in that case the proprietor 
7 or proprietors of every such share or shares, shall from thenceforth be 
entitled to a like proportional dividend of the clear half-yearly profits 
of such canal extension, as the members of any corporation by whom such 
work shall be or shall have been carried on ; but shall not be entitled to 
participate in any former or other property or profits of such corpo- 
ration, nor to vote at any of its meetings in right of such stock share 
or shares. 
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
